THe executed the first 
movement of Paganini’s concerto of tremendous difficulty, the prayer 
from Mosé, on the fourth string with variations, and the “ Carnival de 
Venise.” In all these pieces he displayed varied powers and was tre- 
mendously cheered. There was an excellent orchestra conducted !by 
Tolbecque. 

Sacred Harmonic Society—Handel’s Deborah, a work containing 
some of his fine double choruses, is announced for performance on Fri- 
day next the 26th inst. Mise Rainforth, Miss Lucombe, Miss Dolby, 
and Messrs. W. H. Seguin, and Leffler, are the principal vocalists on 
this occasion. 

The Hereford, Worcester, and Gloucester Chotrs.—The annual 
meeting of these three choirs, which should have been held this season 
at Gloucester, will not take place, owing to the impossibility of finding 
a sufficient number of gentlemen willing to make good all deficiencies 
by becoming stewards. This unfortunate position of matters is undis- 
guisedly attributed to the effect of the hostile preaching of the Rev.Mr. 
Close, of Cheltenham, who has entered the lists against the scriptural- 
ness of such pieces of music as are usually performed at musical meetings 
being performed in places of worship ; and as the success of previous 
meetings was in a great degree owing to the support of the Cheltenham 
fulks, and as the effect of Mr.Close’s opinion was unequivocally shown 
on the last occasion, the reluctance of individuals to encounter heavy and 
certain loss is not much to be wondered at. It is to be hoped that means 
will be adopted to secure to the charity the average revenue derived from 
such meetings. 

Homage to Mozart —A Vienna journal mentions a circumstance 
which reflects great honor on the celebrated singer, Madame Hasselt 
Barth. That lady has recently erected, at her own expense, a monument 
over the too long neglected grave of Mozart. On a tablet of grey mar- 
ble are inscribed, in letters of gold, the words “ Jung, gross, spat er- 
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kannt, nie erreicht.” (Young, great, late acknowledged, never equalled). 
This inscription, briefly characterising the talent of Mozart. is surmounted 
by a medallion head of the great composer. It may here be mentioned 
that the hitherto unauthenticated dates of Mozart’s death and burial are 
now verified beyond doubt. The uncertainty which prevailed respecting 
the place of his interment is now also removed. His grave was sup- 
posed to be in the Matzlemdorfer churchyard ; but it is now certain that 
his ashes repose in the St. Marxer burial-place—Foreign Quarterly 
Review.
